Yesterday in Washington 
the 


Senate Armed Services Committee 
heard the whole story about Ko- 
rea— told fay Edwin W. Pauley, 


* Who headed a United States Com- 


mission on Reparations that went 
Into North Korea in 1946 just after 
the close of World War II. 


Pauley said that even then the 


Russians indicated they were in 
North Korea "for keeps." 


This is the same Pauley 
who, 


back in 1946, 
declared 
-Russia 


should be compelled to comply 
with her agreements on Korea. 
Yesterday he was asked if the 
^. United States should have gone to 
"'war to force compliance. He'}re- 


plied: 
. ;•/•' 


"If you couldn't do anything short 


of that, that was my recommen- 
dation then — and is now." 


Senator Tydings, Maryland Dem- 


ocrat, then asked: "When Russia 
refused to allow the United Na- 
tions Commission to go into North 
Korea (in 1947), would you have 
declared war on Russia?" 
"Yes," said Pauley.

Regarding his own visit to North 


"Korea, in 1946, Pauley reported that 


"even though we represented the 
United States we were 
treated 


more like prisoners than anything 
else. 


"Even then the USSR was -al- 


ready arming itself for a stay in 
North Korea —even if it was . . . 
to be later propagandized that they 
had gone home . . . What this 
country has to learn is that the 
Soviets never go home." 


^. This is the story of four years 
*'ago — the story of how Russia 


started double-crossing her World 
War II allies just as soon as we 
had completed the job of saving 
her own precious skin from Hitler's 
armies.

It's a story to anger all Ameri- 


cans, a story to strengthen their 
resolve to find out right now where 
we stand with regard to Russia. 
Does it mean direct war with the 
USSR? The average 
American 


guess is "No."

Russia has before her the ex- 


ample of Germany, most efficient 
of all military machines,which over- 
ran all of Europe and yet lost the 
war and was physically destroy- 
ed. It looks like good percentage 
to figure Russia will avoid a di- 
rect showdown.

The dead; Benny W. Jones, 49, 


of Hope and Paul W. Lambert, 60, 
of Prescott. A third man in 
the 


crew, Jim Thomas, who 
vainly 


tried to flag down the truck was 
uninjured. Jones died shortly after 
the accident and Lambert died in 
the Prescott hospital about mid- 
night last night. 


A Hempstead coroner's jur y to- 


day found the transport driver, 
Theodore F. Ryan,' 30 of Lebanon, 
Ind., guilty of reckless 
driving 


"and negligent homicide and ord- 
ered him held for grand jury ac- 
tion with bond fixed at $1000. 


State trooper Guy Downing of 


Hope said the accident occured 
on a straight section of the road. 
The barricade had been set up tot 
create a one-way traffic lane a- 
round the patching crew working 
on a 20-yard section of the road. 


Lambert was shoveling hot as- 


phalt from the truck and Jones was 
raking it into place when the trans- 
port vehicle overran them. Ryan 
told investigating officers he saw 
the flagman at the barricade but 
thought he was waving him on 
instead of signaling to stop. At 
this morning's inquest Ryan did 
not take the stand.

ing considerable damage to the 
new c,?rs it carried and the high- 
way. department truck was dem- 
olished.

Use of South Koreans by the 
Northern Reds Believed 
Be Good Sign for Americans 


By HAL BOYLE 


With U. S. Troops in Korea 


Wl—Leaves from a war reporter's 
notebook: 


Some prisoners of war report 


that the Red army is beginning to 
use South Korean recruits to re- 
place casualties in heavy fighting. 


"These people (North Koreans) 


have been damn well t r a i n ed," 
said Lt. Col, James W. Snee of 
Wilkes Barre, Pa. <*If they now 
have to start using recruits from 
the South, that's a good sign for 
us." 
. 


He said the "enemy. artillery and 


mortar fire is very accurate and 
explained it this way: 


"They have 
good 
obsevation. 


And a lot of their i n f o r m ation 
comes frqjn underground channels 
—from, agent? inside our lines." 


A fovorfte trick of the Reds is 


to put a command post under fire 
to try to demoralize it as they in 
filtrate into American artillery po 
sitions. That leaves the Yank, in 
fantry without support — and the 
Reds then 
come s t r e a m i n g 
through. 


How can they be stopped? 
"We will have a stabilized line 


when a soldier in a hill position 
can look over five yards and pay 
'Hi, Joe' to another s o 1 d i e r," 
Snee said. "Then if we have prop 
er reserves we can crack 
them 


back anywhere they get something 
through." 


Staff officers along the f r o n t 


are convinced that most 
of the 


atrocity stories about the conduct 
of Red troops are true.
